Austin, Texas, March 8, 2012 - - The 82*^*^ Legislature worked to insure that poor 
women of Texas were elevated to the same high standard of health care as 
women with private insurance by eliminating providers of limited health care 
such as abortion providers and affiliates from the Women’s Health Program 
(WHP). Additionally, the new standard increased providers from 44 abortion 
providers and affiliates in centers of population to 2,500 comprehensive and 
primary care providers located across Texas including rural areas. Health care 
service standards increased and availability was extended to every corner of 
Texas. 

The Obama administration is threatening to defund the Women’s Health Program 
from Texas because abortion providers and affiliates are prohibited from 
service. Somehow the Obama administration is more interested in funding 
abortionists than serving poor women in Texas with a higher standard of health 
care and availability. 

“The message being conveyed by the Planned Parenthood media blitz is missing 
the point that women will have an elevated standard of health care in many cases 
by a physician.

Carol Everett, Round Rock, former abortion provider now pro¬ 
life advocate, will join to offer her experiences as an abortion provider offering 
health services.
